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DETAILED ACTION 
Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The abstract of this application has more than 150 words. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 29 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 29, line 5, the word "comprising" should be changed to "comparing". 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
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and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 30(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 29-42 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-35 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,690,469. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other. Patent '469 does not explicitly disclose reducing the amplitude 
of the reflected light as claimed. However, Patent '469 discloses reducing 0-order 
diffracted light (column 15, lines 3-5). Since the reflected light is proportional to the 
diffracted light, it would have been obvious that reducing the 0-order diffracted light as 
taught by Patent '469 would reduce the amplitude of the reflected light. 
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Claims 29-42 would be allowable if Applicant file a Terminal Disclaimer to 
overcome the Double Patenting rejection above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior arts of record does not disclose a method of inspecting a sample. The 
method comprises: the step of detecting a captured light includes reflected light and 
diffracted light from the sample and an amplitude of the reflected light is decreased 
between the sample and the detector or controlling the 0-th order diffracted light which 
structurally arranged and functionally operated as claimed in claims 29,33,37,40.
